Trade Minister MacKinnon an¬ 
nounced in the commons western 
•wheat producers will be allowed to 
make del veries between May 15 
and June 30 and take cash settle¬ 
ment at their option in 1947, 1948 
or 1949. 

This is similar to a special in¬ 
come tax arrangement made last 
year on wheat marketed between 
April 1, 1946, and June 30, 4946. 
Last year’s concession was made 
because of the urgent need for 
wheat for overseas shipment. 

Mr. MacKinnon said the govern¬ 
ment. and the Canadian Wheat 
Board had rece'ved many requests 
for a similar plan for a limited 
period this year and the govern¬ 
ment had decided to put substun- 
ia’ly the same arrangements into 
force for the May 15-June 30 per¬ 
iod. Full details will be made pub¬ 
lic by the wheat board “at an early 
date.’’ 

“The Dominion government 
feels,” sa d Mr. MacKinnon, "that 
an arrangement of this kind is 
worthwhile if it will make mure 
wheat available for overseas ship¬ 
ment during the balance of the 
present crop year.”

J. Percy Page, president of the 
Independent Citizens’ Association 
of Albeita, has announced that the 
Independents’ 0 are withdrawing 
from politics in Alberta and that 
the provincial convention .scheduled 
for June 16 was cancelled. 

Mr. Page gave several reasons 
for dissolution. In his statement to 
the press he said that several who 
accepted executive positions at the 
1944 convention in Calgary had 
neve ■ attended an executive meet¬ 
ing; that wide divergence has de¬ 
veloped in the executive as to the 
advisability of continuing; that the 
decision of the Liberal executive te 
withdraw has struqk a severe blow 
to the organization. The latter 
condition necessarily affects the 
Conservative executive. To contin¬ 
ue as Independents and refraining 
from re-entering the party field 
provincially would be disavantag- 
eous to the Conservative organiza¬ 
tion. If it was decided to continue 
to support the Independent organi¬ 
zation it would immediately !>e 
charged that the Independents 
were nothing but an undercover 
organization. This would be untrue 
but would carry weight. Owing to 
lack of an' aggressive policy the 
Independents have lost valuable 
ground, and have also beer, forced 
to carry on entirely without finan¬ 
cial support. 

Mr. Page said that key men 
through the province had been con 
treted and not one reply had urged 
continuance of the movement. The 
general reasons given were that 
there seemed no reasonable hope 
of defeating the present govern- 
nent for some time to come. An¬ 
other reason was that there was s 
itasonably good “orthodox" gov¬ 
ernment, and better let well 
enough alone, better a so-called 
Social Credit government than a 
Soc'alist government. The Inde¬ 
pendent -movement was instituted 
primarily for defeat of Mr. Aber- 
hart. Elections can’t be won with¬ 
out money. The Independent mu*e- 
mont was formed in 1940 bv union 
of Conservatives, U.P.A. and Lib¬ 
erals. That year 19 Independents 
were .elected. In the 1944 election 
«t)ly three Independents were 
elected.

/COMMUNIST Russia is the most ambitious and 
aggressive imperialistic power in the world to¬ 
day. The avowed aim of the Communist Party of 
Rusaia is to spread the gospel of communism among 
the civilized nations of the world, and by this means 
tr bring all working people (the proletariat) under 
the direct influence of Moscow as the centre o/ an 
international organization. This is a new and insid¬ 
ious form of imperialism which seeks to extend its 
control beyond its borders by undermining establish¬ 
ed systems of government and displacing them by 
revolution. 

Whatever may be said about British imperialism, 
it never sought to extend the control of Britain over 
neighbor countries in Europe or to interfere in their 
internal affairs. The British Empire was built up by 
the colonization and development of backward or un¬ 
inhabited countries. One of the first sountries to be 
colonized and developed wap North America. The 
g-ieat United States was cradled and reared to the 
poinr of independence in the British Empire. The 
llritish Commonwealth of Nations of today, which 
includes Canada, Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, is the crowning product of British imperial¬ 
ism. The present demand of the people of India for 
independence is in itself a tribute to the cultural, 
industrial and political progress that has been 
achieved in that country under the imperial rule of 
Great Britain.. 

With all its faults and blunders—and sometimes 
because of these—British imperialism has made' 
for progress wherever its flag has flown. Yet it has 
never forcibly interfered with the religious and soc¬ 
ial customs of its subject peoples, except where these 
were inhuman or degrading. 

The British Empire was the first to abolish slav¬ 
ery, and it was the flrst great empire to grant com¬ 
plete self-government to its colonial dependencies. 
Compared with the great empires of the past, the 
British Empire has been a benevolent institution; it 
has explored the unknown and spread the light of 
civilization into the dark regions of the earth, circled 
the. globe with its merchant ships, established and 
guarded the freedom of the seven seas, and brought 
the separated people of the East and the West into 
closer communion with each other. 

If the British Empire were to be dissolved tomor¬ 
row, the great achievements of British imperialism 
would remain firmly established on the foundations 
of freedom, justice, education, enterprise and social 
and scientific progress. - Can Russian imperialism, 
with its class consciousness, its sinister propaganda 
and dictorial planning improve on the achievements 
of the British Empire? «

When it comes to lifetime occupations, earnings 
are only one consideration. Perhaps after all the 
most fortunate people are those who work out of 
doors, hand in hand with nature and growth. They 
should be the sanest, most stable element of our 
society, seeing things in proper proportion, adjusted 
to the rhythm of the spheres.

Bounty Paid On 
Timber Wolves 


The Canadian president of the 
Federation of Automobile Dealers 
says that new cars are selling at 
h.pher prices in United States than 
in Canada. Canadian dealers gen¬ 
erally have not participated in 
black market activities. 


Regulations have been issued 
for tne payment of bounty on cou¬ 
gars and t'mber wolves for the 
year ending March 31, 1948. Every 
cougar brings $15 bounty. Every 
timber wolf, including pups, from 
April 1 to Sept. ”0 inclusive oar- 
r.es bounty of $15. Every timber 
wolf from Oct. 1 to March 31, 1948 
1 rings $12 bounty. 

Bounty payments will be made 
on cougars and timber wolves tak¬ 
en within the province exclusive of 
National Parks. 

Applications must be made on a 
form prescribed by the minister, 
and the form must be delivered 
with the pelt to R.C.M.P., a Justice 
of the Peace, Game Officer, Fores¬ 
try Officer or Commissioner for 
oi.ths. Data will be furnished to 
the officer as to time and place. 
The application for bounty and re¬ 
quired information is then for¬ 
warded to the Fish and Game 
Commissioner. 

Both ears must be intact on all 
pelts, and the officer to whom the 
pelt is delivered splits the ears and 
returns the pelt to the applicant. 

No person who holds a license to 
buy, sell or trade in skins of fur¬ 
bearing animals is eligible to make 
application for bounty.

Taxes are not, and never have 
been popular. Taxes which increase 
r.re even less popular—so the re¬ 
cent estimates brought in by the 
municipal district of Lacombe 
which set the rate of taxation at 
20 mills on the dollar is not expect¬ 
ed to bring any cheers from the 
ratepayers of the municipality. 

The mill rate, however, was not 
set until it had been fully discussed 
and investigated. Twenty mills on 
the dollar for municipal purposes 
will provide $183,000 for municipal 
work and w'th the large number of 
demands for graveled roads and 
other public works improvements, 
this sum of money will not accom¬ 
plish even all that has been re¬ 
quested. Councillors are faced 
these days with a double-faceo 
problem. The first headache is that 
of providing all the services which 
are demanded by ratepayers; the 
second is to keep the rate of taxa¬ 
tion down to a level which the rate¬ 
payers are able to meet. ’ 
Additional school requistions to 
meet the ever-increasing costs -of 
education, when added to the muni¬ 
cipal mill rate, and up to a high 
iate of taxation for the ratepayers 
cf the municipality—the highest 
that has yet been levied it is, 
though, no higher than that which 
Is necessary to carry out the im¬ 
provements demanded.

Eyeless Calf 
Is Flourishing

No. 3 well at about 5000 feet 
went under test showing some free 
oil and a small gas flow.

Calgary Eye Opener Jan. 15, 1906 
The editor -ef the Eye Opener 
hereby addresses an open letter to 
Messrs. Crossley and Hunter, 
evangelists, who are conducting a 
scries of meetings in Calgary, 
(ientlemen:- 

The parable tells of the sower 
whowent forth to sow arpi some of 
the seed fell on rocky ground. Well 
Calgary is the rockiest place either 
of you two gentlemen ever struck 
to sow seed. At the same time we 
have no wish to ridicule the work 
you are undertaking. It is good 
work if properly conducted. 

But you are entirely too mild in 
your methods and for the sake of 
gate receipts we cannot urge too 
strongly the expediency of shak¬ 
ing things up a bit.

Such super¬ 
heated banality spoils the general 
effect, and it Is going too far over 
a small matter.

The great 
pity is that you forgot to convert 
those hankers before patronizing 
their institutions. Just think that a 
prayer or two might have saved 
them from the direful temptations 
of the bucket shops. 

I really must enlighten you an 
bartenders, about "whom you are 
so unpleasant. The bartender from 
the very nature of his business 
must be a temperate man. A drink 
ing bartender couldn’t hold his job 
for 24 hours and at least half the 
bai keeps in town are teetotallers.

Before closing l would remind 
you that the western audience fs 
not as emotional as old Ontario. 
Scars gained in the struggle for 
c-n stence have developed a bump 
of hard commonsense.

Maintaining Soil Fertility 


Medicine Hat is the latest town 
to report a sea monster in the 
Scuth Saskatchewan. The mouth 
of the “monster” is a foot wide, 


Our prairie soils have* lost much S’.° r 

of their natural soil fertility through 
continuous cropping and soil erosion 
The grain and straw from a twe n t y 
bushel crop of wheat contain mineral 
elements valued at about 51U 00 
The growing crop removes thesi 
elements from the soil. Upfortun 
atety, soil erosion can cause an even 
greater annual fertility loss than 
this. 

What can be done about it ? Well, 
losses of soil fertility in Western 
Canada can only be reduced if evert 
farmer will foilow certain definite 
practices which influence the fer¬ 
tility of his soil such as proper 
tillage, crop rotation, and the use ol 
manures and commercial fertilizers 
^Pillage. The use of suinmerfallow 
practices which will kill weeds and 
store moisture without destroying 
the structure of the soil particles is 
important. However, thp exccssivt 
tillage associated with fallowing one- 
half of the land each year (a one- 
crop system) has a detrimental 
effect on soil structure, and eventu¬ 
ally leads to severe soil erosion— 
dust storms and gullies. 

Crop Rotation. The periodic use 
of grass-legume mixtures on different 
parts of the farm is an excellent way 
to maintain and increase soil fer¬ 
tility. Grass roots bind the soil 
particles together, and legumes store 
nitrogen (an essential plant food) 
for the use of other crops. 

Manure. Well-rotted manure ap¬ 
plied at the rate of 10 tons per acre 
has a fertilizer value of over 520.00 
per acre. Few prairie farmers art- 
making the best use of their farm¬ 
yard manure. 

Commercial Fertilizers. Phosphate 
fertilizers (11-48 Ammonium Phos¬ 
phate) give the best results in the 
black soil regions, particularly when 
applied with crops on suinmerfallow. 

For soils low in organic matter 
(eri ’ d soils), however, and where 
all straw and stubble are worked 
into the land, applications of 16-20 
Ammonium Phpsphate are required. 

If our prairie soils are to continue 
to produce food for human want, 
skillful soil management. will be 
needed,, more and more, in the 
future. For information on soil 
fertility* problems see your local 
Agricultural Representative, or write 
to the Soils Department of the 
University.
